Henry 
Wells (1805-1878) was an important American businessman. He was responsible for hiring William Fargo and organiz- 
ing the American Express Company. In 1851 the partners founded Wells, Fargo and Company and held a near monop- 
oly on banking and express services in California. On March 12, 1875 a group of important businessman gathered at the a 
Horton House in San Diego. At this meeting were Henry Wells, Hon. H.S. Stevens, delegate from Arizona, William Zeck- 
endorf of Tucson, Jarvis C. Truman of Binghamton, NY and several other eastern businessmen. The men recognized a need 
for an express service to reach deep into Arizona and New Mexico Territories and provide service to miners and ranchers. 
The company they formed was organized to operate from San Diego to the territorial capital at Tucson with an eecateal 
extension into New Mexico. The move was well timed as it preceded the discovery of silver at Tombstone in 1877 and 
the discovery of copper at Bisbee in 1877. The company held a near monopoly on service until the arrival of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad in 1880. This was a small closely held organization with an initial capitalization of $200,000 divided 
into only 5000 shares. This is only the second example we have seen or offered from this Western Rarity. The importance 
of this find should not be underestimated, a rare opportunity. (photo) Est.

This “Chemicographic” printing plate was prepared for the Confederacy by S. Straker ool 
Sons out of London, and was originally intended to be used as the back of the 1864 issue notes. Records show that plates 
were shipped from London in early 1864, but never arrived in Richmond, most likely captured by the Union blockade. A 
complete set of six plates ($5, $10, $20, $50, $100, and $500) resides in the Smithsonian, having been donated after acing 
put together in the 1930’s and 1940’s. Prints were made from the Smithsonian plates, apparently by the donor, and ar 

available within the marketplace today. Historical information has been compiled by Philip Chase in the 1950’s, to which 
we owe a debt of gratitude today.

In an effort to bypass certain gov- 
ernmental pressures concerning the alleged monopolistic powers of Standard Oil Company, the Standard Oil Trust was 
conceived and controlled by nine trustees. As general statutes at the time limited ownership in other firms in other states, 
Rockefeller and Flagler devised a plan to take care of these legalities. Acquisitions and ventures were channeled through 
trustees whose affiliation and loyalty to Rockefeller and Standard Oil were not readily obvious. This new arrangement en- 
abled Rockefeller to form alliances and set up new concerns in other states while retaining complete control of all the var- 
ious interests. It brought new meaning to the word “Trust”, and made Rockefeller and Flagler the most powerful individuals 
in the industry and the richest men in the world. John D. Rockefeller (1839-1937) was the dominant figure in the oil 
industry until his retirement in 1911. He started his business career as a bookkeeper, and by age 19 was a partner in a pro- 
duce business. He began operating a small refinery with his partners, and quickly became alerted to the growing invest- 
ment possibilities in what was then a fairly new industry. In 1870, he organized the Standard Oil Company of Ohio and 
proceeded to achieve control over 90% of the oil refineries in the country. Rockefeller had little interest in discovering oil; 
he left that to wildcatters and other speculators. He concentrated on the transportation, distribution and sale of petroleum 
products, building a fortune estimated at over a billion dollars. (photo) Est.

Vanderbilt did manage to un- 
seat Morgan and Hoyt from the board of directors, 
but another headache immediately developed in the 
form of William Walker, who invaded Nicaragua with 
the support of Morgan and his Associate! William 
Walker made himself President of Nicaragua. In order 
to get the money needed to keep a 1200 man army to- 
gether, he took sides in the in-fighting within Acces- 
sory Transit Company. Foolishly backing those who 
had double crossed Commodore Vanderbilt, Walker 
confiscated the company assets and handed them over 
to the insurgent faction. Vanderbilt retaliated with a 
blockade, cutting Walker off from reinforcements 
while inciting the neighboring states. Vanderbilt sent 
mercenaries to Costa Rica, where they obtained a 
small force of native troops to attack Walker. As a re- 
sult Walker suffered defeat and had to flee in May

This issue carried a 5% Annual 
Interest, a schedule of which is actually printed upon each note on its face in the lower left corner. Interest and payment 
was “Guaranteed” by the United States per Act of the Continental Congress in a Resolution of March 18, 1780, guaran- 
teeing the payment of the bills. This allowed the various participating States to accept and exchange earlier issues of Con- 
tinental Currency by their Treasuries at the inflationary rate of $40 in Old Bills to receive $1 in these New, “Guaranteed” 
Bills. What is extraordinary about this sheet is the fact that it was issued whole and remains today fully intact. The indi- 
vidual notes were never cut from this sheet. It was turned back in to the Massachusetts Treasury fully intact as a whole 
sheet. One year after issue it was stamped in red, “Interest Paid One Year,” along the left side of each note, as usual. At 
some point thereafter, the entire intact sheet was again turned back to the Treasury for a final payment of the 5% Annual 
Interest. It was then “cut” canceled with a “V” into the outer edge of each note, as well as having a faint secondary in- 
ternal cancel in each note. There is some deft sealed splitting along the horizontal centerfold, just touching into the top 
border design on the reverse side. Overall, this extremely rare sheet is bright and colorful, clean and attractive for display. 
The fine quality handmade laid paper carries the watermark “UNITED - STATES” within each of the eight notes. It is 
printed in deep black and rich red, each note is signed by Samuel Henshaw and Richard Cranch on its face and by Peter 
Boyer, on the reverse “Guarantee” line, representing the Continental Congress and the Federal United States.

Intriguing Asylum Company Signed Document 
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Asylum Company 1794. Original Company Certificate No. 161. AU. Signed by Robert Morris and James Duncan, 
made out to John Nicholson. Printed by Zachariah Poulson on white laid paper, 40.5 x 25 cm, page folded over. With 
three pages of text including an agreement on dividends and an agreement on the operations of the company. The Asy- 
lum Company was established by an agreement signed on April 23, 1794 between Robert Morris and John Nicholson on 
the one part and Omar Talon Louis, Viscomte de Noailles, brother in law of Lafayette, on the second part. As originally 
conceived, this company was to procure enough land in Luzerne, Columbia, Schuylkill and Cumberland counties to set- 
tle a large number of refugees from France fleeing from that country after the overthrow of the monarchy in 1792. The 
original document called for 200,000 acres; ultimately a million acres were purchased. although they started with hopes, 
the project never got off the ground. The French showed no disposition to leave France, even when confronted with the 
prospect of being guillotined. Those who did come to America vastly preferred the salons of Philadelphia to sweating over 
a plow in four backwater Pennsylvania counties. A town, Asylum, was founded in 1795 but ceased to grow after 1796. By 
that time Robespierre and the Terror had been overthrown and the Directory had issued a blanket pardon to most for- 
mer aristocrats. Asylum became a ghost town after 1806 but the company’s tangled affairs continued under a new char- 
ter well into the 19th century. This has historically been among the rarest of 18th century certificates. (photo)

Francis Salvador was the first Jew to both be elected to a Public Office in America and to die it 
the American Revolution on August 1, 1776, following the signing of the Declaration of Independence by the Palonicdl 
He was killed leading a little army of 330 men who were defending the frontier settlers against the Cherokee Indians, who 
had been incited by the British. The battleground was near his plantation along the Keowee River in South Carolina. His 
exploits as an officer quickly earned him the title of the “Paul Revere of the South.” Salvador was the son ofa wealthy Long 
don family who grew tired of living the life of a “dandy.” In 1773, he decided to set sail for the colonies and he settled ir* 
South Carolina. His ability for leadership was quickly recognized and he was elected a delegate for his area to the first South 
Carolina Provincial Congress. In his brief life, Salvador acquired many honors, which included a commission to sign and 
stamp South Carolina currency, serving as financial adviser to the Assembly, participating in reorganizing the courts and 
the selection of magistrates and serving as adviser to the Assembly election procedures. He also participated in drafting 
South Carolina’s Constitution. Salvador was only 29 years old when he was killed, but he had already established himself 
as a soldier, statesman, and leader. (photo) Est.

Phenomenal “Original” Framed Currency Shield - Fr. 1382. While currency shields were not issued in frames, the frame 
that surrounds this beautiful gray-backed shield is contemporary to the period and thus considered to be original. Thin 
wood backs the frame with many period nails still holding the back in place. The paper itself, as is the case with most ex+ 
amples, reveals some water staining in the lower portion of the paper as a result of being stored by the treasury during a 
flood. The currency on the shield is composed of 39 specimen notes, all remaining original and escaping water damage 
with more vivid color than is seen on most shields. As is typical of the gray shield variety, four hand-signed Jeffries-Spin- 
ner notes are present. Made between June, 1866 and May, 1869, currency shields were an early attempt from the cov 
ernment to foil counterfeiters. Originally intended for usage at public places such as bank buildings and post offices, this 
idea never became popular since these institutions didn’t want to buy the shields. Today, it is estimated that around 300 
shields exist with most being held by those who have deep respect for the numismatic study. An outstanding chance log 
the astute currency collector, as currency shields are certainly among the most interesting and historic items available on¥ 
the market as very little in the hobby can offer such visual dominance or such a palpable portrayal of the nations early years 
of currency issuance. (photo) Est.
